During the depression-when there were great 
surpluses of wheat and other cereal grains, the discovery of new industrial 
uses for these products would have been welcomed and might have been of 
great benefit to farmers in this country. At the present time, however, there 
is such a serious world shortage of wheat and other cereal grains that no 
surplus exists. Furthermore it is now realized that if there is to be an ade- 
quate standard of nutrition throughout the world, such surpluses as accumu- 
lated during the depression years will never occur again.

' 5. So much additional radar that 
an extra 400-kilowatt generator is 
being installed and the mast, when 
ready for service, will Jlook more like 
a Christmas tree than ever. 

For two years 15 Canadian officers 
and 50 ratings have been “learning 
‘their ship” by stodying her construc- 
tion. Scores of. changes have been 
made in the original Royal Navy de- 
gwign at their suggestion.

Then Dr. Johnson listed the social | 
effects directly traceable to the use 
of alcohol: 

1. Arrests for drunkenness — 1,000 
to 3,000 per 100,000 population.

5. Fatal traffic accidents—one in 
every five involving drivers or pedes- 
trians 


“The evidence submitted is intend-|
